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1. H ^ was asked to give a "background of reference material in 
preparation for the UPHILL visitors who vieited Washington during the week 
of April 24. On the 1 share mentioned dates he reviewed the history of his 
connections with Nazi and neo-Nazi affairs which is given in condensed form 
below. 

2. It should he noted at the outset that the name HACKS is a code mass 

which C invented for cue in hie reports* d -17 this code nan© to 

refer xo a High-level neo-Nazi conspiracy with particular emphasis on clandes- 
tine Soviet control of this conspiracy. To the best of his knowledge the KGB 
had no code nan© for the nec-Nazi conspiracy itself, nor for their controlling 
operations over it. He also does not know of any none which the German members 
of the neo-Nazi conspiracy had for their organization. 

.. t. Tt should also he stated at the outset that the lengthy debriefing 
of d HJon this Subject did not essentially reveal any further facts con- 
cerning the i dent ity of Germans who belonged to HACKS or those over whom the 
Russians had control. ^ 

4. d -—3 began hie story by relating that when^he was stationed in 
Poznan with the UB as CB Chief in the period 19^-49# He was given the special 
mission by the KGB Advisor to the Poznan UB Station, KAJUROW, to carry out the 
interrogation of various high-level Nazis who had been stationed in the Po zn a n 
area during the war. The persons d interrogated at this time were: 

JAEGER who had been GAULEITER of Poznan, HEPPKER who had been Chief of the SD 
in Poznan, STRICKHKR who had been HEFFNER' a Special Assistant for Gexsnaixation 
in vittPsOAU end various other purely military figures. From none of these 
did d dget any information on the Subject of HACKS, although d. ~] 
later realized (see below) that the chief purpose of the detailed interrelation 
requested by the Soviets of these top Nazis was to try to get facts on the 
secret conspiracy sat up by BOBMAHN at the end of the war. 
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5. Whe CL ^ was transferred to Danzig in 1950, again ae Chief of 
CK in the UB Station/there, he was surprised to find that the former German 
GAULEITER of DanzigJjltoKRSIKR, was being held in the UB Jail* C — ^ learned 
in time that CqIARuZaHSKI from the UB Headquarters in War saw frequently came 
** Tianzig for 'the purpose of interrogating FUKR5TKR, although for a long time 

.• J could not learn what the purpose of the interrogation was and bowp^ 
R0ZAHSK1 was proceeding. At that time the KGB Advisor in Danzig vas^SHUBAJEV 
and the Chief K33B Advisor in Warsaw vaa DAVH30V. At the seme time asVbAVfC^W 
was replaced by BSSBARODOW, 3HUBAJEV in Danzig was replaced by Major ofcLftR. 

6. Seme time early in 1951^8.£^ invited C into his office end 
introduced him to Gen<wi v ^SSBAROIKH.vho vas visiting Danzig at that tine. 
BESBARODOW spoke t CL LJ about a special mi 5s ion for him and swore him to 
secrecy before revealing what it was. BESBARQBOW then explained that the 
special mission had to do with FQERSTSR whom the Russians were most anxious 
to bring to a point where he would talk of his relations with th* Nazi hier- 
archy towards the end of the war* BESBARODOW confided tc C- that 
ROZANSKT who had been entrusted with this task had foiled utterly to get 
FQERSTER’s cooperation and was being relieved of the case. CL LI later 
learned that ROZANSKI had used every kind of threat and brutality on FOKRSTER 
from having him led out of the prison to hia supposed execution, to beating 

him up personally, but had still not succeeded in getting him to talk. BESBARQBOW * 
informed CL LJ that he responsible only to 3KLAR in this matter end was 
to confide in no one else, including hie superiors in his own Service. 

7* CL -CJ read all available files on FCERSTEH, discovered that hie 
wife vaa the sister of Rudolf HESS, and that FOKRSTER had personally known 
Hitler exceedingly well and had belonged to the inner circle of top Nazis. For 
six months, according t«. £L LLJ 1 o^ory, he sat and talked to FOKRSTER In the 
prison cell trying only w restore FQERSTSR *b nsvehic balance which had been 
severely disturbed by ROZANSKI * o treatment. CL LJ 411 this on his own 
time after office hours, mostly late in the evening. Els visits to FOKRSTER 
were kept secret from his colleagues, and the prison officials who knew of hie 
visits had no idea what the nature of hia discus cions with FOKRSTER was. All 
of the conversations he had with FQERSTSR were tape-recorded Although FOKRSTER 
did not know this. The tapes were handed personally by d SU to SKLAR whose 
secretary transcribed them and translated them into Russian. 

8. In the spring of 1952, after £- J had been talking to FGERSTKR 
for six months, he succeeded in netting FOKRSTER to tell of certain historical 
events which were brand new to}-) CL -LJ at the time and which created a serious 
problem for him because these were an matters which. If true, shed light on a 
number of diabolic plots which he did not think the Russians would be happy to 
have him know about. These were: How Stalin wiped out the pre-war Polish 
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Consnunist Party, the role HEYDRICH had played In inspiring the original Soviet 
distrust of the Polish Coaauniat Party, the story behind the TUKACEWESKY con- 
spiracy, and finally the true storv behind the KATIN massacre. The Soviets 
were tremendously upset vhd 33 reported these matters end handed over 
the tapes, and claimed vigorously that these stories vs re bH a diabolic pro- 
vocation on FOKRSTSR’s pert. Reverthele«B- they told^ -3 : to continue. 
Evidently in the attempt to convince CZ J that FOEcmat'B stories were 
provocations but that in any case CL 3Z joust not even mention them to any- 
one, he was invited to be interviewed by RCNKOWSKI on one occasion and on 
another occasion was seen again. tM B time in Warsaw, by BESBARODOW. Despite 
Soviet high-level assurances I CL 31 states that he felt there was much truth 
to FQERS’DSR’b contentions and that he (B CZ — L? first had his faith in the 
communist system and the Soviets shaken by tnese revelations. 

9. Around May or June of 1952 C. 32 in his chronological pursuit of 
Nani history with * YTCR<W SR, had finally reached the point of the German defeat 
at Stalingrad. 1 C 3 in drawing FOERSTER out on the topic of how the top 
Nani cosaand at the time had begun to face the possibility of total defeat after 
Stalingrad, noticed that F0KR3TSR gave some indication of knowledge of Nazi 
plans first conceived at that time to prepare for a »ost-var continuation of 
their efforts, underground if necessary. When 71 J reported this to SKLAR, 
the latter who had been exceedingly patient througnouu the whole period of 
r 11 interrogation of FOERSTER, suddenly came to life and prevailed upon 
LZ 33 to do everything possible to get FOERSTER talking about this subject • 

One evening shortly after this, when FGKRSTKR was in a particularly good mood, 

C. 33 sprang the question on him concerning the preparations BORMANK might 
nave made for a secret conspiracy of top Nazis who would continue working 
after a possible German defeat. , TOfmsfngg was at first frightened, by the 
question and didn’t talk. Then CL 3 suggested that he might prefer talk- 
ing to some other interrogator atxrut this subject, after which he left. 

SKLAR, when d LI reported this, seemed upset end ordered XT □ to get 

back to FOKRsxjsr as soon as possible and to pres 3 with every means he could 
to get FOERSTER talking. At the next session FOERSTER said that he would 
refuse to talk to anyone else besides Q J end would be willing to tell 
him a little in answer to his question, xma little turned into an all- 
night session. Once FOERSTER began to talk he evidentcEly was anxious to 
relieve himself after the pressures he had been under for so many years and 
he delivered to r U the information contained in the latter’s report 
#l/60. After tejj.ing all this, FOERSTER appeared sorry he had done so. 

£L —3 on his aide felt that now that FOERSTER had opened up, Id LL could 
keep him revealing further factr about the neo-Nazi conspiracy, when early 
the next morning he reported the results of his interrogation to SKLAR, the 
latter immediately called BESRARQDOW in Warsaw; thereupon reported to Warsaw 
personally, and returned to Danzig the next day with a Soviet Lt. Col, and a 
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Soviet Major who had evidently cone straight from Moscow and who removed 
POKRSTER from the Danzig prinon and took him back with them to Moscow on a 
special plane which had been order * a the purpose. £L S3 never heard 
anything about FOKRSTKR again, d — SJ later learned from oiuaR that the 
Russians had secured permission rrom BUKRUT to remove FOERSTER Cram Poland 
since POSTER had been waiting there under the death sentence which had been 
continuously commuted only, as it turned out, for the purpose of continuing 
interrogations. 


10. A few days after these events, EESBAR0D0W visited Denzig and 

personally thanked J C 1 for his achievement. Shortly after this CL CD 

was promoted to the ran* of Major, almost a year ahead of expected tune, 
and was told by SKLAR that this was out of gratitute for his work beyond 
the line of duty with POKRSTER. On this occasion SKLAR again swore him 
to secrecy.
